Among the “Believe It or Not” 
facts wellknown to the generility 
of newspaper readers, may be 
added the statement of S. G. Hib- 
ben, of the Westinghouse Light 
Company, made recently in an 
address at the Royal York Hotel, 
Toronto that “today there are 
some 10,900 different kinds of ar- 
tificial light sources.” 


Approximately 78,000 people 
own the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way through their ownership of 
the company’s common stock. Of 
these, 36,000 live in Canada. Of 
the balance, 21,000 live in other 
parts of the Brilish Empire, most- 
ly in England, with 16,000 in the 
United States and 5,400 in other 
countries, mostly continental Eur- 
ope. 
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For the first time in western 
Canada, an impressive ceremony, 
the age-old investiture of the 
Knights of Si. John was held re- 

. cently at the Hotel Vancouver, 
Vancouver when six British Co- 
lumbians were admitted by King 
George, sovereign head of the 
order, to high honors. Old world 
costumes and strange rites added 
to the dignity and color of the 
proceedings. 

Railways and their important 
functions in the economic exis- 
tence of the State were stressed 
by G. G. Ommanney, development 
commissioner of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at the annual 
banquet of the Traffic Club of 
Hamilton recently, They had, he 
said, contributed materially to de- 
velopment of natural resources, 
building up of industries and in 
promoting land settlement and 
agriculture, 


Railway and motor truck trans- 
portation are both essential to the 
economic wellbeing of Canada 
and neither should be antagonis- 
tic to the other, stated Hon. R. J. 
Manion, minister of railways and 
canals, at a national conference 
on transportation held at Ottawa 
recently, But, he added, while 
railways are subject to strict reg- 
ulation and control, motor truck 
service has not as yet been 
brought under any comparable 
control or regulation.

SAVING A FEW 
RUINING LOCAL 


The Call pesses on to its readers 
the following splendid editorial ap- 
pearing in a recent issue of the 
tHianna Herald without offering any 
further comment:

INDUSTRY 


Local merchants must depend upon 
thir sales to local people. The more 
people locally; employed, the more 
sales they will make. When local peo- 
ple are not employed or making 
money, it is only natural that local 
industry will lag and sales of local 
merchants will drop. 

For many years local merchants 
throughout Canada campaigned a- 
guinst “mail order houses” or the buy- 
ing of merchandise from any person 
—except the local storekeeper. They 
asked the local newspaper to help 
them spzead this gospel. This the pa- 
pers did, and in addition some papers 
refused to carry advertisements of any 
but local concerns. They thought this 
was good business all avound, as it 
would build up local sales and help 
the newspaper in the end. 

All this was a few years ago. 

With very short memories, mer- 
chants today are doing, in some meas- 
wre, the very things they asked the 
newspapers to fight in the years past. 
Here are some instances: 

Some outside printing concerns send 
out solicitors or advertise through 
the mail cheap prices on letterheads, 
envelopes, statemens, etc, The price 
are less than the local printer’s—a 
dollar or so a thousand. Many send 
their business out of town, yet ex- 
pect the local printer and local people 
to buy of them, 

Automobile manufacturers furnish 
forms, stationery and what not to lo-: 
cal dealers, yet expect the local print- 
er to buy their cars, | 

The only excuse is the saving of a; 
few dollars on each order of printing, 
while sending money out of town 
which can never return, 

This applies especially to the small- 
er localities, but in the larger cities 
there ts about the same condition, 

Plants doing printing outside the 
shopping district, and frequently a 
thousand or more miles away, are 
given work, yet the buyer of printing 
depends upon the local population for 
business, This is just as true in one 
sized town as another, 

When the so-called “city” printer in- 
vades the field of the printer in the 
smaller community and “takes” busi- 
ness on the basis of low prices, he 
merely invites competition from print- 
ers outside the city on work that 
might be profitable. Only on the basis 
of price can one or both of these 
printers get business, | 

The one great point that most mer- , 
chants fail to grasp is that every dol- 
lar they send out of the community 
is gone On the other hand, every dol- 
lar spent in the community returns— 
directly or indirectly, 

Directly, it will mean the sale of 
merchandise to the printer or his em- 
ployees, If money is not speng with 
them they will not have any money 
to spend, 

Indivcetly, the printer aca his em- 
ployees pey taxes, support local en- 
tei prise, con'ribute to the upbuilding 
of the community. 

Again of pauper prices are paid for 
printing, or anything else, only paup- 
ers can buy merchandise, It is a les 
sening of buying power, bound to re- 
act against a community in the ulti- 
mate. Prosperity, or good business, 
cannot be established in a pauper 
community, 

More local industries have been 
ruined by buyers trying to save a few 
cents or a few dollars on an article 

than through any form of mismanage- 


ment, Factories are easy tio erect, but | 


if the goods are not bought, the fac- 
tory will soon cease to exist, If the 
almighty dollay saving 1s only con- 
sidered and prices hammered down 
to a pauper basis, then only paupers 


\ 
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monetary loss in the end, 


If there were fewer buyers al pau- 
per prices there would b e fewer ¢on- 
cerns offering goods at a pauper price. 


Tviniing concerns going into anoth- 
er territory and offering low prices do 
not create more business. They only 
lake it away from other printers, Us- 
‘ually this is only temporary, for the 
local printer frequently veduces his 
price to meet the outside prices, 
and the foreign printer ceases to 
get that printing. If he cuts still low- 
1, the other printer also cuts, and all 
ono good end The buyer does not 
‘eally benefit, for he is helping to 
‘reate a condition which in the end 
vill strike down his own business and 
ause a greater loss than any possible 
aving he might have made on the 
ninting he buys during the year, 

This is also true of cities and towns, 
ounties, and others who buy on the 
vasis of the lowest bid and nothing 
‘Ise. A vicious condition is created 
he result of which is pauper wages 
vauper industry and a pauperized 
vecople, 

Merchants who want local trade 
must patronize jiocal industry—chain 
or no chain—on_the basis of fair 
prices, It is the only way toward a 
good business condition and a cure 
for price insanity,

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During periods of difficulty and discouragement it is natural that the | 


minis of people turn to and dwell upon those -conditions which are the 
source of their difficulties and the cause of their discouragement. 


couragement. 

This, it may be repeated, is quite natural; just as natural, in fact, as 
it is during periods of rapid development and general prosperity to clcse 
one’s eyes to all warning signs along the road. In other words, the vast 
majority of pe ple are enthusiastic optimists, and quite impatient of words 
of warning and caution from more thoughtful observers, when things are 
going well, bul are just as confirrned ‘pessimists, and impatient with those 
who point to favorable signs, when the existing state of things is bad. Very 
few of us take note of the cloud small as a man’s hand coming up on the 
horizon when the nounday sun is shining, and the number is equally small 
who can see the silver lining to the clouds when-the skies are complet:ly 
overcast. a 

as &@ resuit cl this tendency, niankind plunges thoughtlessly ahead, the 
great majority sweeping all others long for good or ill. During koom 
periods, when the cry is full steam ahead, and when this, that, or the 
other great pruject involving the expenditure of millions of borrowed money 
is being advocated, persons who tender the advice that we should give more 
serious consideration to the project, count the cost, and give a thought to 
the ultimate and inevitable future payment, are termed back-numbers, 
lightwads, non-progressive. Governments which at suca times tell the peo- 
ple that there is a limit to this discounting of the future, that a pay-as- 
you-go policy is much wiser, are swept away. The spenders take control. 

But when the )lubble bursts, when prosperity vanishes and depression 
taxes its placc, when the free spending comes to an end, and the bills are 
presented for payment, and taxation to meet those bills is imposed in 
heavier and heavier doses, then those who were most outspoken in favor 
of incurring the bills and most ccntemptuous of those who urged caution, 
are the first to complain of the shortsightedness of politicians and Govern- 
ments upon whom they proceed to lay responsibility for all their troub‘es. 
On the other hand, during the prosperous periods most people take full 
credit to themselves for their own advancement, their increased prosper:ty, 
and the general improvement of their business and their community, and 
are inclined to give little or no credit to anybody else. 

After all, these are common traits in cur human make-up, It is well, 
however, to occasionally take a good, square loolk at ourselves, to weigh 
Curselves in tae scales, to be absolutely honest in an impartial s:zing-up 
of ourselves, to consider our own past views and actions and their effect 
upen present day conditions. Furthermore, in this present period of dis- 
couragement, it is well to overcome our natural tendency to see everything 
through blue spectacles, and to take a look at the silver lining to the clouds. 

Notwithstanding all our economic problems, Canada is free from some 
of the worse of those which afflict the people of other nations. For example, 
what community in the whole length and breadth of Canada hag been 
shocked and outraged by a lynching in its midst, such as is more or less 
@ commonplace occurrence in the United States? How many kidnapp‘ngs 
have occurred in Canada even during these times which unquestionably are 
@n incentive to law-breaking and violence, although kidnappings are daily 
happenings across the line? And why is it such a marked difference for 
the better prevails on this side of an imaginary line? 

The answer is to be found in Canada’s far superior judicial system, 
resulting as it has in absolute confidence that even-handed justice will be 
administered, thus rendering the invoking of lynch-law unnecessary on the 
one hand, and proving a deterrent to kidnappers, murderers, and gangster 
activities. The tradition of respect for law and order in Canada is a great 


national asset, bringing comfort and security to all our people, and provid- | 


ing a sure guarantee against mob law and gangster rule in this Dominion, 
It is a strong foundation upon which Canada rests and will build through- 
out the future. 

More of the silver lining is seen in the absence of strikes and riots and 
picketings in this Dominion as compared with many other lands. There has 
been an occasional small strike in Canada, one or two small clashes with 
the officers of the law, an isolated case or two of picketings, but there have 
been no killings, and, generally speaking, peace and order have prevailed 
throughout the period of the depression, Canada’s legislation dealing with 
industrial disputes has been effective even under the strain and stress of 
the present economic upheaval because that legislation is fair to all, humane 
in its principles and effective in its operation and administration in provid- 
ing justice for all, In this respect, Canada presents a picture that is most 
gratifying when placed in contrast to most countries, 

In Canada, too, our political system and institutions have stood the test. 
Revolutions have taken place in other lands, in which lives have been lost, 
property destroyed, liberties taken away, dictatorships established. In Can.- 
ada, our people have been moving forward through the orderly processes 
of democratic, representative government. There has been no revolution, nor 
will there be. Confidence has been maintained in our existing form of goy- 
ernment, and it is proving flexible enough to the people’s will to enable 
them to achieve such reforms as they desire. 

* Many other examples might be cited, and will occur to readers of this

NO. 7—PRESBYOPIA OR “OLD-AGE SIGHT”

Once a year Canadians are offici- 
ally reminded through the medium of 
statistics of the extent of their lo- 
quacity over the telephone, not that 
they, as a people, are notably talka- 
tive. However, they engage in more 
telephone conversations than the peo- 
ple of any other country. 

The Canadian Government Bureau 
of Statistics, notwithstanding its 
rather formidable sounding name, 
has a peculiar way of getting cross | 
sections of the human side and par-) 
ticular characteristics of Canadians | 
by the compilation of carefully com- | 
piled figures.

Breaking Chinese Law 


Apart From Few Groups Foot-Bind- 
ing Is Still Practiced 

Despite the years of campaign 
against foot binding in the model 
province of Shansi, a survey just 
made discloses that there are 323,- 
000 girls under fifteen years of age 
with bound feet. Women between 
fifteen and fifty with deformed feet 


number 625,000, A total of just un- 
der a million women thus defy the 
anti-foot binding law of China. 

The fact that such a great num- 


have bound feet is the alarming part 
for the Shansi officials, Very ob- | 
viously the men still desire and the| 
women-do not object to foot bind-| 
ing. 

The origin of foot binding dates 
back over ten centuries to a desir«| 
to imitate the tiny feet of a thea! 
favorite concubine of the emperor. 
Through the centuries Chinese wo- 
men have been proud of their ‘‘golc- 
That term for malforni- 
ed feet is credited to an empcror 
who ruled in 500 A.D., who said of 
his dancing concubine, “Every step 
makes a lily grow.” 

The first bandages to produce 
“golden lilies” are wound on the feet | 
of girls between the ages of five and | 
eight. Strips of cotton cloth three | 
inches wide and six feet long are} 
wound tightly round the feet, bena- 
ing the four little toes under the 
sole to narrow the foot. Daily the} 
bandages are tightened, with great | 
torture to the child. 

After one year the manner of bind- | 
ing is changed so as to draw the 
heel to the ball of the.foot, thereby 
shortening it. The final effect is to 
form a continuous line from the +g 
through the foot. This causes the} 
instep to bulge and form an arch. 
Three inches was the length of foot 
to which the Chinese ladies aspired. | 
Naturally, when walking with bound | 
feet women are forced to hobdbe 
along. However, this does not pre- | 
vent peasants from walking miles at 
a time and going about farm anc} 
household work as agilely as their! 
sister in the Occident. 

Strangely enough, the Chinese wo- 
men themselves do not resist the, 
binding of feet. Such a tortuous pro- | 
cess could not be enforced on them 
by men, especially in view of a con- 
stant attempt by ‘aw and prupa- 
ganda to stop the practir>. 

The Manchus, Mongols, aboriginal | 
tribes of China, and the boat folk of 
Canton are the only groups in China 
which do not indulge in foot Wind- 
ing. Aside from them it is univezsal. | 
Women in the Manchu court of the| 
defunct Caing dynasty did not nuve, 
bound feet, and the Emperor K’ang | 
Hai took the lead in declaring that | 
after the year 1665 parents binding |

Modern Chemical Research 
Producing Powerful Death Dealing 

Gases In British Experiments 

Modern chemical research is being 
led by British scientists, especially 
at the Toddington laboratory, where 
old methods are being discarded and 
new ones are being used. The old- 
fashioned glass test-tubes have been 
replaced by strong stcel containers 
in which unsuspected chemical reac- 
tions are being produced at very 
high temperatures and great nress- 
ures. 

For instance, Prof. G, T. Morgan, 
director of research, stated that in 
one piece of apparatus experitnents 
were carried out at 3,000 times at- 
mospheric pressure, or ubont 20 tons 
to the square inch. 

Under such circumstances, the 
slightest miscalculation would wreaix 
havoc. Sometimes, despite careful 
forecasting of possible resuits, blasts 
follow from mixing elements and) 
subjecting them to abnormal condi- 


tions. To protect the invcstigators, | 
steel bomb-proof screens are em-}| 
ployed. 


Where is all this half-frenzied re- 
search going to? What will the in- 
satiable curiosity of chemists result 
in? They have given us varitus 
kinds of new foods; they have de- 
vised new and valuable building ma- 
terials, and new substances for mak- 
ing utensils; they have devised new 
fabrics—all cf which have wrough 
vast changes in living. Artificial 
goods have been evolved which in 
many cases are equal to the genuine 
thing, and in a few instanc:s even 
better. These are to the credit of 
the researchers, Not in the same 
category are powerful gases of t:e- 
mendous lethal efficiency; a whiff of 
waich is capable of causing death.

|in the press and by car‘caturists, pro- 
gress had been made with his unique 
schemes of reorganization. 

The year saw the beginning of 
what will prove to be a complete re- 
organization of the whole Scotland 
Yard administration. 

But what has been of more inter- 
national importance is its initiation | 
of plans for closer co-operation he- 
tween the detective forces of the 
Yard and its continental neighbors.
